United States District Judge 
George H. Moore directed the 
attention of a new federal 
grand jury today to possible 
violations of federal statutes 
against labor racketeering, in- 


come tax evasion by union of- 
ficials and election contribu- 
tions by unions, national banks | 
and corporations. 

In a 23-page charge to the) 
jury after it was sworn in, | 
Judge Moore said federal stat- | 
utes are “intended to punish | 
the improper use of money b; | 
persons and organizations in 
election campaigns and the 
abuse of office by those who 
guide the destinies af labor 
unions.” : | 

He did not list particular | 
eases for the jury of 22 men 
and one woman to investigate. 

After listing penalties provid- 
ed for violation of the anti- 
racketeering statute, Judge 
Moore pointed out that another 
law, the Taft-Hartley act, makes 
it unlawful “for any representa- 
tive of any employes who are 
employed in an industry affect- 
ing commerce to receive or ac- 
cept or to agree to receive or 
accept, from the employer of 
such employes any money or 
thing of value.”

In another reference to or- 
ganized labor, he said: “In con- 
nection with misuse of union 
power I think you should re- | 
member that these cases are | 
often intimately intertwined 
with violation of the income 
tax laws. | 

“It has been true in many 
areas of the nation that the re-. 
lentless investigations of grand 
juries and the indictments and 

esentments returned by them 

ave been the prime factor in 

keeping the income tax from 
being a tax paid only by the 
honest or the naive, a condition 
which generally prevails out- 
side the States and the 
British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions.” 

It is unlawful for a national 
bank or corporation to contrib- 
ute to any election or political 
convention, Judge Moore ob- 
served. Similar contributions 
by labor unions to elections or 
conventions involving national 
offices also are prohibited, the 
court added. 

Directing the jury's attention 
to “silent money” in election 
campaigns, he asserted: “Men. 
bent on violating the statute 
covering election contributions 
will generally not be stupid

Coffin of President Killed 
in Air Crash. 


MANILA, March 20 (AP)— 
The body of Ramon Magsaysay, 
third president of the Philippine 
republic, was returned to this 
grieving capital today.

Estimates of the number of 
guards now holding member- 
ship in Local 674 of the AFL- 
CIO: American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 
Employes vary from 100 to 195 
of the 350 guards subject to the 
order. 

Warden E. VY. Nash of the 
penitentiary estimated 100 of 
the guards were in the union, 
Frank Burns, Jefferson City 
organizer and secretary-treas- 
urer of the local, placed the 
number of union members at 
195, including 160 in the peni- 
tentiary and 35.in the other two 
prisons. The union was formed 
by Burns in August 1954. 

Advice From Dalton. 

Col. James D. Carter, director

dence in President Eisenhower. 
““Ben-Gurion’s first contact 
with Mr. Eisenhower was after 
the war when Gen. Eisenhower 
was in command of the United 
tes forces in Germany. Ben- 
surion came to see Gen. Eisen- 
howér about the behavior of 
Jewish refugees there. Some 
Were deeply involved in black 
marketing and other illegal ac- 
tivities. 

Ben-Gurion found a profound 
understanding and sympathy 
on the part of the general, who 
said he was easily able to un- 
destand their actions in the 
light of what they had gone 
through and their long life 
in German prison camps. 

The Israeli leader was heart- 
ened that a distinguished gen- 
eral had the human understand- 
ing and humanitarian impulses 
that Eisenhower showed. 

Never Lost Confidence. 

Ben-Gurion has told _ the 
story to his intimates many 
times and has never lost con- 
fidence in the President. It was 
at the President’ urging that he 
acceded to the United Nations 
resolution and agreed ta with- 
draw. 

The Israeli Government, in 
announcing its withdrawal from 
the Gaza strip and Egyptian | 
territory commanding the en- | 
trance to the Gulf of Aqaba, | 
told the U.N. General Assem- 
bly that it was done under the 
following assumptions: 

“A That on its withdrawal 
the United Nations force will 
be deployed in Gaza and that 
the take-over of Gaza from 
the military and civilian control 
of Israél will be exclusively 
by the United Nations Emer- | 
gency Force. 

‘B. It is further Israel's ex- 
pectation that the United Na- 
tions will be the agency to be 
utilized for carrying out the 
functions enumerated .by the 
Secretary General in document 
APV-629, namely, “safeguard- 
ing of life and proerty in the 
area by providing effective and 
efficient police protection; as 
will guarantee good civilian ad- 
ministration; as will assure 
maximum assistance to the 
United Nations refugee pro- 
gram; and as will protect and 
foster the economic develop- 
ment of the territory and its 


le.’ 

ne It is further Israel's ex- 
pectation that the above-men- 
tioned responsibility of the 
United Nations in the adminis- 
tration of Gaza will be main- 
tained for a transitory period 
from the take-over until there 
is a peace settlement, to be 
sought as rapidly as possible, 
or a definitive agreement on 
the future of the Gaza strip.”

Mrs. Meir : “The 
government of Israel believes 
that the Gulf of Aqaba compre- 
hends international waters and 
that no nation has the right to 
prevent free and innocent pas- 
sage in the gulf and through 
them and .through the Strait 
giving access thereto, in accord- 
ance with the generally accept- 
ed definitiom of those terms in 
the law of the sea.” 

The Gulf of Aqaba is not an 
issue yet, but soon may be.

*- During the debate on regulation of 
‘nursing homes, it was brought out 
again and again that it is difficult, if 
not impossible, adequately to care 
for a person in a nursing home on 
the present old-age assistance allot- 
ment. 

We would, therefore, like to urge 
the enactment of the lien and re- 
covery law. In states such as In- 
diana, this has cut down the number 
of-people asking for assistance by 
19 per cent. If this would happen in 
Missouri we could then afford to 
a larger pensions to the old peo- 
le who had the greatest need, par- 
ticularly in the medical field.

Legislature. The agency needs help. If it is to 
realize its full potential in the seven-county Mis- 
sourtlilinois area centered on St. Louls, Bi- 
State’s powers will have to be defined in greater 
detail by the lawmakers. Then it will be able 
to raise capital more easily and at more favor- 
able rates of interest. . 

This is the third time the agency has asked 
the Legislature to clarify its powers. The law 
it seeks is identical with a measure passed by 
the Illinois General Assembly in 1953. The IIli- 
nois law is not effective in either state until 
concurred in by Missouri. Twiee—in 1953 and 
again in 1955—Missouri has failed to concur. 


The proposal now before the Missouri Legis- 
lature is a bill introduced by State Senators 
John P. Barrett, North St. Louis Democrat, and 
Hartwell G. Crain, Crestwood Republican. If it 
gets the united, bipartisan support it deserves 
from Senators and Representatives from St. 
Louis, St. Charles and Jefferson counties and 
the City. of St. Louis, it easily ought to become 
law. It would cost neither the state nor any 
taxpayer a single penny. 

As has been pointed out by Bi-State’s chair- 
man, L. J. Sverdrup of St. Louis, the existing 
law suffers from technical deficiencies that 
drastically reduce the potential number of pur- 
chasers of Bi-State’s*revenue bonds and raise 
the cost of interest. Practically, this means that 
Bi-State can’t take on any really large projects 
because it can’t get the financing; what money 
it can get comes prohibitively high. 


Bi-State has sold a $1,500,000 revenue bond 
issue to construct the Granite City terminal and 
wharf, but this is an insignificant project com- 
pared with others it might undertake. For ex- 
ample, it has been examining the feasibility of 
developing the Columbia Bottoms site at the 
confluence of the Missouri and Mississippi riv- 
ers. The agency would acquire the Bottoms, 
now standing idle, provide flood protection and 
develop an industrial park complete with river, 
rail and truck terminal facilities. 


This would bring new employment opportuni- 
ties to this area and substantial new assessed 
valuation to St. Louis county, an area that needs 
all the assessed valuation that it can get. Every- 
thing depends on passage of the bill concurring 
in the Illinois legislation. 


The Kansas Senate has passed a measure that 
would permit that state to enter into an agree- 
ment with Missouri to establish a metropolitan 
agency in the Greater Kansas City area. A 
similar bill is pending in the Missouri Senate. 
This bill is virtually identical with the law under 
which the Missouri-Illinois agency now operates 
and, as the experience here demonstrates, it 
falls a good deal short of the need. 


If the Kansas City delegation to the Missouri 
Legislature is willing to push for a measure that 
St. Louis’s experience shows is ineffective, that 
is that group's business. But if the Kansas 
Citians would join with their colleagues from 
Eastern Missouri there ought to be no trouble 
at all in adopting an effective bill for both the 
St. Louis and the Kansas City areas. That would 
be the Barrett-Crain measure. 
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What Is Coming in May

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Hope, Expect—and Insist 

What does it mean to stand firmly by one’s 
hopes and expectations? That is what Secretary 
Dulles, in his joint statement with Israeli For- 
eign Minister Golda Meir, says the United States 
is doing with respect to relations between Israel 
and Egypt. Does he mean that our Government 
just continues firmly to hope and expect—or 
that it is doing something to make its hopes and 
expectations come true’? 

One of the hopes and expectations which Pres- 
ident Eisenhower called “reasonable” in his 
March 2 letter to Prime Minister Ben-Gurion 
has already been disappointed. This was the 
hope and expectation that the United Nations 
Emergency Force would keep coatrol of civil 
administration of the Gaza strip until some de- 
finitive agreement on the future of the area 
should be reached. The Egyptians have taken 
over the administration already—and done so 
without public protest or remonstrance from 
Washington. 

if the Egyptians mean to stop there, the -con- 
Bequences need not be too serious. Who con- 
trols civil administration of the strip is not so 
important as the interpésition of UNEF between 
Israeli and Egyptian ferces, so that harassing 
guerrilla raids over the border can be stopped, 
and free passage through the Strait of Tiran 
be established. 

On these two points, American hopes and ex- 
pectations have been stated in more positive 
terms than those referring to Gaza’s adminis- 
tration. For example, the President on Feb. 9 said 
any attempt by Egypt to re-establish its ban on 
Israeli shipping in either? the Gulf of Aqaba 
or the Suez canal “should be dealt with firmly 
by the society of nations,” Ambassador Lodge 
on March 1 reaffirmed our’Government’s belief

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The Bequest of Ramon Magsaysay 


President Ramon Magsaysay’s death leaves 
the Philippines in a political quandary which 


must be assessed carefully for its effect on | 


American relations. 

Vice President Carlos Garcia has kept the 
Magsaysay Cabinet and indicates he will also 
keep to his predecessor's policies which were, 
among Other things, pro-American. But the 
death of the popular Filipino leader momentari- 
ly leaves the field for the November presidential 
election to Senator Claro M. Receto, who can 
hardly be called pro-American, 

The intricacies of Philippines politics are such 
that Mr. Magsaysay, who began as a Liberal, 
was elected as a Nationalist, and Senator Recto, 
who in the past was a Nationalist, now belongs 
to a third party, The question for November is 
whether the Nationalists would accept the re- 
turn of Recto, or whether they will choose Vice 
President Garcia or somebody élse. 

In any case Senator Recto symbolizes a rising 

Filipino nationalism. And Mr. Magsaysay, who 
could have defeated him, was the principal 
champion not only of co-operation with the 
United States but of what might be called com- 
mon-sense liberalism at home. 
. Only a few weeks ago, before his death in a 
plane crash, President Magsaysay reported on 
the state of the nation and found it good. He 
was able to speak of government economies, 
slowly expanding trade, increasing land reform. 
He did not need to speak of improved govern- 
ment integrity as well. 

Now that he is gone, the Asian Republic has 
lost much of the impetus behind its political 
and economic reforms. It still faces an imbal- 
ance of trade and dependence on the American 
market. It remains to be seen whether it faces 
any outburst of anti-Americanism based on that 
dependence and on wounded national pride. 

The United States, unfortunately, is not in the 
best position to repair relations with its Filipino 
cousins, Jt has no Ambassador in Manila, for 
Charles E. Bohlen, now our envoy to Russia, will 
not arrive in Manila for several weeks—and he 
has little experience in Asian affairs. More im- 
portant, Washington allowed a dispute over con- 
trol of its military bases to fester far too long. 

For three whole years this country, on the 
basis of a ruling by Attorney General Brownell, 
claimed title to its bases on Philippine land. 
Vice President Nixon ended this unnecessary 
and unprofitable claim on his visit to Manila 
last July, but a complete settlement over juris- 
diction has not been reached. 

The ties between the United States and the 
Philippines are too old and too strong, and too 
well tested in peace and war, to be torn apart 
by a single event or in a short period of time. 
But the United States ought to begin now to 
help its best friends in the Philippines while 
both nations mourn the passing of President 
Magsaysay. A prompt settlement of the bases 
issue should be the first step. 
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Airliner Bomb Hoax 

It would take a psychiatrist to fathom the 
mind of any person who deliberately tele- 
phones a fa'se warning that a bomb is aboard an 
aifliner. Because of the dial telephone, it is 
very difficult to catch the perpetrator of such a 
hoax. Because of the chance that the telephone 
call might not be false, it has become almost 
airline operating procedure to land the plane 
in question. If this type of hoax continues to 
be practiced over the country it is quite likely 
that a perpetrator is going to be caught. Since 
he could be prosecuted, if sane, under federal 
statutes covering interference with the mail and 
obstruction of interstate commerce, the chances 
are that any conviction would bring such a stiff 
penalty that it would have a deterrent effect. 
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No Talking, Please

“I was and am _ definitely 
serious—certainly the offer was 
made in good faith,” Cronin 


told skeptical reporters after 
General Manager Hank Green- 
berg of the Indians revealed he 
had rejected the deal. “I of- 
fered him $1,000,000 for Score 
and told him to take the offer 
to the Indians’ board of direc- 
tors. 

“Greenberg said he’d give me 
a ring,” Cronin went on. “I 
didn’t expect him to say any- 
thing about the offer. But, now 
that he has, it’s true.” 

Greenberg’s statement hit the 
major league trainjng sites like 
a bombshell and produced reac- 
tion ranging from stunning dis- 
belief to statements like “Bill 
Veeck is running the show” and 
“Cronin and Greenberg just 
dreamed that up to produce a 
headline.” Even Boston fans, 
polled by the United Press, con- 
ceded “$1,000,000 seems awful 
hard to believe.” 


‘Not for Mantle or Kaline.’ 

But in Tucson, Ariz., Manager 
Kerby Farrell of the Indians 
told” the United Press: “Mr. 
Greenberg did a very reason- 
able thing and I am glad he 
did.

Low sodium diets 
such as the rice diet and 
others were not yet a 
prominent part of the na- 
. tional scene.

nary patient? We may have 
told him to take off some weight—but we didn’t, care how 
he did it. In other words, we were not full of theories about 
cholesterol-high foods and saturated and non-saturated fatty 
acids. The truth is we had all we could do to make the 
diagnosis of coronary thrombosis in those days. Few doc- 
tors had electrocardiograph machines and fewer could read 
the tracings correctly.

How Dublin's Lord Mayor Aided Jews 


Robert Briscoe Saw Danger in Hitler's Rise, Worked for Jewish Homeland in Palestine 


This is the third and last ar- 
ticle, in which the Lord Mayor 
of Dublin tells the story of his 
early life as gun runner and 
secret agent in Ireland’s fight 
for freedom, and of his later 
career as a politician. The first 
person of the Jewish faith to 
serve as Dublin’s Lord Mayor, 
Briscoe is now touring the 
United States, and is scheduled 
to speak in St. Louis on April 14.

Lord Mayor of Dublin 


HREE years after I returned 
T to Ireland, determined to 

keep out of politics, I was 
up to my neck in an election 
campaign as one of the 20 found- 
ing members of the Fianna Fail 
party. Eamon De Valera, who 
once again will become Prime 
Minister as a result of his 
party’s recent election victory, 
shaped the idea of this party 
to carry on the fight of Repub- 
lican ideals by constitutional 
means, and I joined my friends 
who were making speeches and 
organizing meetings in prepara- 
tion for the election of 1927. 

The Fianna Fail became the 
largest single opposition party 
in the two elections of 1927, 
and I became a member of the 
Dail (Parliament), a position I 
have held ever since. Our party 
drew up a program to meet the 
acute economic problems of that 
period, and it promised repudia- 
tion of the treaty with England, 
which required’ every member 
of Ireland’s Parliament to take 
an oath of allegiance to the 
King of England before taking 
his seat. 

When we entered the Parlia- 
ment building we refused the 
Bible which was handed to us 
for our oath of allegiance. We 
stated formally that we were 
signing the register only in or- 
der to take the seats to which 
we had been elected. We spent 
five years as an opposition par- 
ty, learning the art of politics, 
before the first government 
headed by De Valera was formed 
in 1932. 

This year saw the rise of 
Hitler in Germany, and with it 
a pressing need for some place 
of refuge for Europe’s Jews. 
The tragedies that the Hitler 
regime would bring seemed ob- 
vious to me and I urged Jewish 
friends in Germany to get out 
while they could, perhaps by 
coming to Ireland. But many 
of them failed to take Hitler’s 
threats seriously and they told 
me confidentially that -“he 
doesn’t mean us.” 

I had always believed the 
Jews would never have a na- 
tional home in Palestine until 
they showed the world they 
were ready to spill their blood 
to get it. Thus I became asso- 
ciated with men like Viadimir 
Jabotinsky, who also realized 
the Jews must act if they were 
not to be slaughtered like lambs. 
He had been exiled from Pal- 
estine because of his activities 
and had set up his headquarters 
in London, so he was able to 
visit me frequently in Dublin. 

The battle was not always 
easy for this Jew who had dedi- 
cated his life to the Zionist 
cause, and I once gave him a 
tongue-lashing when he broke 
down and cried after the first 
Jewish actionist was hanged by 
the British. 

“If that’s the kind of leader 
you are you had better give up,” 
I said. “You are like a general 
who advocates war-like methods 
and then wants to quit when 
the first man on his side is 
killed.” , 

One of the best training 
grounds for Jewish youth was 
Poland, which was anxious to

get rid of its Jews afid willing 
to co-operate with us in any 
steps to get them out. I went 
to Poland and arranged for 
shooting ranges where Jewish 
men and boys could be taught 
the use of arms for eventual 
protection against the Arabs. 

As these youths were trained 
we arranged for ships and crews 
to carry them to Palestine as 
illegal immigrants and this mass 
movement was gathering im- 
petus rapidly when the second 
World War put a temporary end 
to it. In 1938 the position of 
the Jews in German-held terri- 
tories was becoming critical, 
and I went to Poland again for 
discussions with Adolph Beck, 
then Polish Minister for For- 
eign Affairs, who was negotiat- 
ing a treaty with Britain. 

. . — 

E. wanted Beck to ask for 
W transfer of the British man- 

date over Palestine to Po- 
land as one condition of this 
treaty, and I pointed out Poland 
could then transfer its 3,500,000 
Jews to its “colony.” I know 
Beck was interested in the idea, 
but I do not believe he ever had 
the chance to raise the ques- 
tion in London. I was told 
later he did press for the.open- 
ing of Palestine’s gates to more 
immigrants. 

I went to London to urge 
such an opening myself, and 
then to America, where I 
warned in a series of speeches 
that Europe’s Jews faced exter- 
mination. Most Americans did 
not believe me at that time; 
they did not think any civilized 
people could be guilty of such a 
crime. It was not until the end 
of the war that the concentra- 
tion camps were thrown open 
and the world learned the full, 
horrifying story. 

One month after the war be- 
gan I flew to South Africa to 
appeal to Jews there for funds 


OMEWHERE along about 

board 150 of the 224-board

coming in at the one level. 
What West should do at this 
point is problematical. Some 
suggested two hearts—a strong 
but not forcing bid—was in 
order, but after all South had 


doubled vulnerable and West 
was void in his partner's an- 
nounced clubs. ’ 


Then North's strategic no- 
trump call had the effect of 
shutting East out of showing 
spades at a low level—the side 
could now never find that suit. 
Conceivably West should have 
jumped to three hearts on the 
second round; surely, however, 
he should have bid’ three the 
third time around. At least he 
would have salvaged the part 
score, scoring plus 200 for three 
hearts bid and five made, in- 
stead of minus 110 for three 
diamonds bid and made against 
him. (Perfect defense could 
have beaten three diamonds by 
one trick.)

The South African au- 
thorities refused to let me land 
at first because they had been 
warned that I was a well-known 
Irish nationalist who was com- 
ing to “stage a revolt.” This 
ridiculous. situation was 
straightened out quickly, but I 
still faced a serious split which 
had developed in the Zionist 
movement, 


Charges were circulating that 
we took money from refugees 
to save their lives, that the im- 
migrant ships were packed like 
cans of sardines and that we 
were sending the scum of the 
Vienna streets to Palestine. I 
dealt with these charges in 
angry speeches. Certainly the 
ships were packed, I said, we 
would pack refugees to the 
mastheads if we could save 
them from the Nazis; certainly 
we demanded that wealthy 
Jews who were fleeing take 
along others who hadn't a 
penny. 


The charge that we were tak- 
ing the scum of the streets in- 
furiated me, and I told my aud- 
fences, “is there one of you 
here so innocent that he can 
afford to throw the stone?” 


Large-scale immigration to 
Palestine was forced to a halt 
in 1940, so I made frequent 


trips to London on two other 
missions. First, I pressed for 
creation of a Jewish army to 
fight the Axis, so the Jews 
could have some say in the 
postwar peace talks; second, I 
urged the governments then 
exiled in London to indorse 
establishment of a Jewish state 
in Palestine after the war. The 


* Jewish army was never accept- 


ed by the British, although they 
did consent to the creation 
within the British army of a 
Jewish brigade which estab- 
lished a magnificent fighting 
record, 


We won the pledges we 
sought from the Polish Govern- 
ment in Exile under Gen, 
Sikorsky and from Czechoslo- 
vakian Prime Minister Eduard 
Benes, who consented after I 
quieted his fears that indorse- 
ment of a Jewish state might 


» be interpreted as anti-Semitism 


on the part of Czechoslovakia, 


Irish politics also kept me 
busy during the wartime and 
postwar years, for there were 
seven elections between 1938 
and 1954 and the pendulum of 
power swung back and forth 
between my own party and its 
opponents. I was satisfied that 
Ireland’s decision to remain 
neutral in the war was proper, 
for the Irish people will always 
regard England as an enemy s0 
long as the English rule any 
part of Ireland and it remains 
partitioned. 
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At the end of the war I re- 
sumed my association with the 
Palestine freedom fighters, mak- 
ing trips to Paris to arrange 
contacts through which they 
could get supplies, and offering 
my advice on probable world 
reaction to activities they were 
planning. When the British left 
Palestine I advised the Action- 
ists to disband and form them- 
selves into a constitutional po- 
litical party. I warned they 
might not win many seats at 
first, but I added that several 
years as an opposition party 
would train them in politics as 
the Fianna Fail had been 
trained. In my opinion this was 
sound advice which could, pre- 
vent a* Jewish version of the 
Irish civil war, and I was happy 
to see them take it.

HIS ended my connection 
T with any particular group, 

and I now give whatever as- 
sistance I can to Israel as a 
state. I tried to visit Palestine 
in 1947 and got no further than 
Cairo, where I met Jewish lead- 
ers and tried to persuade Egyp- 
tian politicians that a Jewish 
Semitic state could join with 


Arab Semitic states to bring’ 


about an awakening of the Mid- 
die East. 


When De Valera later went on 
a pilgrimage to the holy places 
I jumped at the chance to ac- 
company him. Although I had 
been 4ssociated with Zionism 
for many years, it was my first 
visit to the Jewish homeland. 

I had always been a conscien- 
tious worker for the city of 
Dublin, but I had never sought 
to be its Lord Mayor. I was 
finally drawn into the contest 
for this post by my firm belief 
that it should not be monopo- 
lized by any one man or party. 
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The final voting ended in a tie, 
and I became the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin—the first man of Jewish 
faith ever to hold that post— 
when my name was drawn out 
of a hat. This result was acci- 
dental, if you like, but it re- 
sulted in fighting for a prin- 
ciple. . 

I said before that I and many 
of my friends became politicians 
by accident. We did not have 
the opportunity which young 
people in most countries have 
today of arming ourselves with 
the knowledge we would need 
for political careers. 

From my own experience, 
however, I can offer young 
people this advice: You will be 
a failure in politics unless you 
are prepared to make whatever 
sacrifice is asked of you. If you 
and the principles for which you 
stand are to succeed you must 
be prepared to devote yourself 
fully and above everything else 
to the cause in which you be- 
lieve.

Crimson Faces in Cambridge? 

ROM a reader comes an in- 

F teresting question about a 
word we meet with increas- 

ing frequency in today’s busi- 
ness world with its ever-increas- 
ing emphasis on statistics, rat- 
ings, market analyses and all 
the other mumbo-jumbo of the 
high priests of our contempo- 


rary culture, the statisticians. 
The word is a rather simple one 


> —data—but, as the inquiry indi- 


cates, it can prove troublesome.

“IN A RECENT issue of Fore 

tune,” writes my correspondent, 

“I came on the following sen- 


tence: ‘I have been developing 
facts and figures about that 
very subject for a study I am 
doing. . . . On the whole my 
data confirm the picture Burck 
has drawn.’ 

“Now this sentence brought 
me up sharp,” continues the 
reader, “It so happens that I 
work with statistical data much 
of the time but my associates 
and I always use ‘data’ as a 
singular word. Have we been 
wrong all this time? If so 
there ought to be a lot of red 
faces among the Harvard Busi- 
ness School faculty because 
that’s where several of us 
studied, and we all recollect 
our instructors using data with 
singular verbs, as ‘the data is 
correct.’ What do you say?” 

First, may I observe that 
crimson is the color for Har- 
vard, not red. Second, there’s 
no need for embarras:ment on 
anyone's part, although it’s true 
that “data” is technically a 
plural form of the little used 
noun “datum.” This has been 
the fact for more than 2000 
years, for these words are di- 
rectly inherited from Latin 
where “datum” was the gerund 
form of “dare,” to give, and 
meant literally “that which is 
given.” Over the centuries it 
came to mean “things known or 
assumed to be true”’—hence, 
facts from which conclusions 
can be drawn, the meaning 
common today.

“DATA,” nowadays, is consid- 
ered a “collective” noun. When 
its user refers to a group of 
facts as a single unit, it should 
be followed by a singular verb. 


When you mean the individual 
facts that make up the total 
data, ‘he plural form is pre- 
ferred. In the instance cited by 
my reader; it seems clear that 
the writer is thinking of the 
individual “facts and theories” 
he has been developing, and 
thus the plural form is correct. 
However, most authorities agree 
that—except in very formal 
writing—this fine distinction 
can be ignored. So keep right 
on saying “the data is.”
